Au/yuBt>lne  Bearce  born  Europe  I6ld,  A  f'ull  blood  Gypsie  ot'  the  Roneny  Raco.  deno” 
rted  by  tho  British  Govt,  on  the  Confidence  of  London  1638,  entered  on  the 
Banger  liat  as  Auguatine  BeArce,  Single,  Qge  20  years;  Married  suincer  of  to 

Machattache  Villiage  Cap  Cod,  under  pagan  Indian  ccromonlal  righto,  tc  !Cary 
Hyanno  full  blood  Vi’ampanoag  Princess  dau  of  John  Hyanno  Sagamore  at  Oun.rjnaquQd 
Barnstable  Harbor.  She  was  a  grandaufehter  of  Highyannough  Sachera  of  all  the  Cape 
Tribes;  Mary  Hyanno, a  mother  was  a  daughter  of  the  ruling  Sachcro  at  Gay  Head  M. 
V.I.  of  that  period.  At  the  time  of  the  marriage  of  Austine  and  Mary,  aono  of 
the  best  land  in  Barnstable  County  uas  ceaded  verbally  and  held  jointly  by  old 
HighYannough,  to  Austine  and  Mary,  and  was  held  by  the  family  for  three  genera¬ 
tions,  without  any  written  deed;  Augustino  Bearco  had  comnittod  no  crime,  but 
was  deported  for  life  to  the  Colonies,  becau&o  he  v/as  of  Romany  ^lood,  and  was 
caught  on  British  Soil;  In  those  days  at  Plymouth  no  Puritan  maid  v/ould  marry  a 
Romany,  on  account  of  religeous  and  racial  ocrupples,  so  Austine  took  to  \n.fe, 
lovely  flaming  haired,  Mary  Hyanno,  (my  tradition  etates  that  Mary  Hyanno  had 
rod  hair)  who  had  just  reached  tho  ago  of  piiberty;  Auatain  joyned  tho  Puritan 
church  in  1650  for  tho  protection  afforded,  and  Hary  joyned  the  church  thot 
some  year;  Austine  was  made  a  freeman  in  1652<  Austine  and  Mary  had  Two  Sons  and 
Nine  Daughters;  First  child  Mary  born  1640,  Martha  1642.  HighYannough, s  wife  was 
a  daughter  of  the  ruling  Harragansett  of  that  Doriod;  Austine  and  Mary  lie  slee¬ 
ping  at  Barnstable,  HighYannough  and  Squaw  up  the  Cape,  and  John  Hyanno  Sr  and 
his  son  John  Yanno  at  Gay  Head  M. V.I. Tho  marriage  of  Austine  and  Mary  was  a 
powerfull  factor  in  preventing  Hyannough  and  the  Cope  Tribes  from  attacting  the 
English;  HlghYannough  went  to  sleep  in  16<ll  past  87  years  of  ago;  •'o  states 
Zorviah  Newcombs  Dairy, 


Joseph  Bearse,  son  of  Austine  and  Mary,  born  Barnstable  1652,  i  blood  Wampanoag 
Indian, Harried  1676  his  wife,  Martha  Taylor*  i  blood  V.'ampanoag  Indian,  dau  of, 
Richard  Taylor  the  tailor,  Yarmouth  1639,  born  in  Europe,  he  v/ae  three  times 
tho  age  of  his  wife,  Ruth  Wheldon  i  bj-ood  Wampanoag  Indian,  born  at  Yarmouth,  dau 
of  Gaberial  Wheldon  and  his  wife  Margaret,  a  full  blood  Wampanoag  Indian,  dau  of 
a  Wampanoag  Sagamore,  a  younger  brother  of  Massasolt.Gaberial  V/heldon  and  broth¬ 
ers  deserted  ship  at  Plymouth,  and  to  escape  punishment  and  being  sent  back  to 
England  in  chains,  went  inland  to  Massasolts  villiage  at  Po  ko  net,  and  took  to 
v/lfo  a  dau  of  a  younger  brother  of  Massasoit,  although  ho  had  a  wife  in  Ehgland 
After  children  v/ere  born  through  the  good  offices  of  Massasoit, the  English  at 
Plymouth  not  wishing  to  offend  hint  ,  consented  to  try  Gaberial  and  hts  brothers 
at  the  Plymouth  court,  and  he  was  sentenced  to  dv/ell  at  Mattachees  on  land  that 
was  oeaded  by  Hightannough  at  the  request  of  Massasoit  in  lieu  of  certain  annual 
tribute  paid  Massasoit  by  the-Cape  Tribes;  One  brother  v/ent  back  to  England  and 
one  and  Gaberial  stayed  in  the  Colinies:  It  v/ae  many  years  before  Gaberial  was 
made  a  freeman,  and  he  went  outside  the  jurisdiction  to  become  one*  I  am  a  dir¬ 
ect  descendant  of  Massasoit  through  his  daughter  Amie-  and  her  husband  ffastus- 
puquln,  fienjimlne  Tuspuquloa  and  his  wife  Weocome,  dau  of  ffee-tmo  and  Quinlpln, 
Mary  Tuspuquton  and  Isaac  Slssell,  and  Mary  Sissell  who  was  tho  mother  of  all  of 
Joelah  Bearce  Xst,8  children,  and  two  of  Massasolts  younger  brothers  who  were 
both  Sagamores;  X  know  the  name  of  both  of  these  Indians  but  cannot  remember

■vroto  in  her  old  age  after  the  going  to  sleep  of  Joaiah  Bearce  1st  at  Now  Fair- 
field  Conn,  whitoh  she  chose  to  tittle  A  True  Chronical  Of  The  Bearce  Family. 

'his  document  was  a  supplement  of  Zorviahs  Dairy.  Josioh  moved  in  1743  to  Green- 
Itch  Conn,  and  then  in  1747  to  Ner/  Fairfield  Conn  whero  and  Zerviah  lie  sleeping 
.-eoond  ho  married  under  pagan  Indian  rights  at  Mashpee  Capa  Cod  the  mother  of  his 
xl  children,  Mary  Slssoll  born  at  Freetown  Mass,  full  blood  dau  of,  Isaac  Sis- 
sell.ilomc-net  Sagamore,  of  praying  Indian  Town;  Isaac  Sissell  v/as  a  full  bldod 
°£  “  'I- V. I. Sachem,  and  Mary  Tuspuquion,  dau  of  Bonjinan  Tuspuquion,  and  his 
I  wife  Hoecome  squaw  Bachem;  Mary  Tuspuquion  was  a  grandaughtor  of  the  Black  Sachem 

I  and  Amle  dau  of  Massasoit;  Mary  Sissell  was  a  full  blood  and  my  tradition  states 

very  comly  and  fair  to  look  upon,  with  finely  chisseled  features,  and  endowed 
with  second  sight,  an  Indian  clairvoint.  a  spiritualist  medium  who  could  tell  the 
future.  She  was  5  years  younger  than  Joelah  Bearce  let,  and  lies  sleeping  at 
Mashpee  Cape  Cod  whero  she  passed  out  in  child  bed,  and  but  for  this  Manuscript, 
unknown  and  forgotton,  this  dear  Indian  ansooster  of  oura;Hote  Josioh  Pe;u-co  1st 
had  II  children  with  Mary  Sissoll  and  none  with  his  legal  wife,  Zerviah  Kewccr.b. 
Zerviah  v;ao  steral  as  she  stated  in  her  supplement,  and  accepted  her  lot  as  an 
act  of  providence  and  the  will  of  God;  In  his  early  life  Joaiah  Ist  follow.xi  the 
Sea.  and  traded  between  Barnstable  and  M.V.I.  where  ho  met  and  married  Zerviah  in 
I  1716,  who  lived  most  of  her  life  at  Edgarto^.n;  The  church  dismissed  her  to  the 

Cape  in  1742,  Josioh  and  Zerviah  quarreled,  Josioh  wanted  Zerviah  who  taught  sch¬ 
ool  to  reside  at  the  Cope,  she  refused;  Josioh  wanted  children  Zerviah  could 
bear  none;  Zerviah. s  kin  and  the  whites  at  M.V.I.  did  not  like  Josioh  Ist  on  acc¬ 
ount  of  his  Romany  and  Indian  blood,  and  his  roligeous  beliefs;  Ho  was  a  sopera- 
tlat,  and  dissonlor;  Zerviah  w-as  orthodox;  Josioh  was  Jolous  and  in  a  fit  of  rage 
he  left  Zerbiah;  They  consented  to  soporate  and  live  apart;  For  some  years  Zerv¬ 
iah  continued  to  reside  at  M.V.I.  whero  she  taught  school:  8he  v/as  a  fairly  well 
,  educated  woman  of  hor  time:  Josiah  resided  for  some  years  at  Mashpee.  whore  Mary 

I  Sissoll  passed  out  in  childbirth  and  lies  sleeping;  After  Mary  Siscoll  went  to 

I  sleep  at  Mashpee,  Josiah  let  loft  with  a  family  of  young  and  half  grov;n  children 

I  paohed  up  his  differences  with  Zerviah,  who  consented  to  live  v/ith  him  again, and

Elisha  Rau,  was  a  dear  old  squaw  when  I  vms  a  boy,  know  the  contents  of  tho  Dairy 
and  hod  a  fac-simil  copy  of  tho  supplement  A  ^'rue  Chronical  Of  The  Bearce  Family 
wrtttoa  in  tho  old  shaky  hand  of  Josiah  Bearce  3rd  at  Penfield  H.V.  I  saw  this 
copy  rvhon  a  boy.  and  my  grandfathers  fac-sirall  copy  written  by  the  hand  of  my 
grandmother  Mary  Ellen  Tuttle  Bearoe  at  Allegan,  when  I  v/as  a  young  man  of  19 
years  of  ago  and  went  through  and  discussed  tho  contents  with  my  grandmother  Mary 
Ellon  shortly  before  she  migrated  West  to  Puget  ^ound  country  ;  Josiah  Bearce  2nd 
and  Josiah  Bearoe  5rd  both  went  to  school  to  Zerviah  and  received  Instructions 
from  her  at  How  Fairfield  Conn:  Zerviah  lived  to  be  close  to  90  years  old.  flearco 
Newcomb  lays  great  stress  on  the  grave  marker  at  New  Fairfield  Oonn  whltch  reads, 
July  11,1719  Ann  Bearce  dau  of  Josiah  Bearoe  and  his  v;lfe  Zerviah,;  This  is  true 
Zerviah  was  tho  legal  wife  of  Josioh  and  tho  step  mother  of  Ann,  but  the  blood 
mother  of  Ann  and  tho  rest  off  Josiah, s  children  was  Mary  Sissell;  July  Ilth  1719 
was  the  birth  year  of  Ann  Bearoe  at  old  Barnstable;  Ann  Bearce  assisted  Zerviah 
in  tho  compiling  of  Zerviah, s«  supplement  and  was  of  much  assistance  to  her  as  she 
herself  stated  in  her  Dairy,  ^aroe  is  also  incorrect  on  Mary  Wilder  who  'vlth  her 
mother  come  in  the  Confidence  ^n  the  eeme  trip  that  brought  Austino  to  these  Sho¬ 
os  ,  she  married  an  Underwood  in  1640  tho  year  the  first  child  of  Austine  and 
Mary  Hyanno  was  born;  Soo  records  at  the  Cape  Puritan  Church.

John  Nau  a  aoo,  who  stood  over  6*  and  v/as  a  v/oll  set  up  Indian,  and  that  Caroline 
was  big  agrcsalvo,  dominate,  and  that  she  had  an  extroenly  violent  and  explosive 
temper,  and  that  no  member  of  tho  Tribe  cared  tc  brook  her  displeasure;  She  v/aa  a 
groat  Tribal  Orator,  and  famous  medican  v/oman  and  crude  surgeon;  It  was  said  of

Josiah  Bearco  3rd,  son  of  Josiah  Boarsa  2nd  and  Rebecca  Baldwin,  waa  25/32nd8 
flchagtlcoko  and  Eastern  Indian,  and  only  7/32nd8  of  v/hite  blood.  He  fought  in  the 
Revolutionary  War  for  Independanta;  oa  did  Oliver  Canfield  and  many  other  of  my 
v/hlte  and  Indian  anacoBtera.  Joaloh  3rd,s  pention  Ho  v/as  S-I3344,  U.S.Pontion  fli¬ 
cs, Rov  War.  He  v/as  very  old  and  very  poor  in  his  old  ago  and  lies  sleeping  near 
Penflold  Monroe  Co  N.Y.  His  v/ife  dear  Proclove  Canfield  lies  sleeping  at  old  pray¬ 
ing  Indian  Tov/n  noar  Eloria  Ohie  where  sho  wont  with  one  of  her  daughters  afttT 
Josiah  3rd  wont  to  sleep  at  Penfield.  Josiah  3rd, a  grandson  Janos  Monroe  Bearco 
lived  with  him  for  somo  years  at  Psnficld  N.Y.  and  contribuatod  much  to  his  sup¬ 
port.  Josiah  Bearce  3rd  stood  S*-Zi  “  in  his  moccasins  ;  ^hen  a  boy  ha  v/ae  educa¬ 
ted  by  Zerviah  Nov/comb  and  his  aunt  Ann  Bearce  at  Nov/  Fairfield  Conn,  and  could 
road  v/rite  and  figure;  At  the^age  of  10  Jreara,  Mary  Caroline  aister  of  Iron  Face 
vdth  her  older  brother  James  Monroe  Bearco,  went  to  live  with  their  grandparents 
»^oalah  3rd  and  Froolovo  Canfield  at  Penfield  At  tho  ago  of  15  years  Mary  Car- 

ollno  Bearce  returned  to  New  Milford  Conn,  to  live  v/ith  her  oldest  brother  Fred¬ 
rick  Canfield  Bearco,  v/ho  had  returned  from  captivity  in  the  North  of  Canada,  where 
sho  only  stayed  a  year  v/hen  sho  again  wont  back  to  hor  gfandparonts  at  Penfiold 
where  sho  resided  untill  she  married  her  cousin  Elisha  Roe  at  tho  ago  of  18  years 
Sho  knew  all  about  the  family  history  i*-nd  was  /ell  aquainted  with  tho  facts  rela¬ 
ting  to  her  v/hite  and  Indian  anscoct  Rhj  Puc'k.*-’  nl'^cd  v’th  tor''- 
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P^-g e  Ho  (4 )  Our  Whit e  And  Indian  AneceaterB  Praiil-lyn  BcArce,  Ele  wath  tiiiim _

and  was  both  a  Barrups  and  a  Hauwoo:  She  afterwards  married  a  Schagticoko  Indian 
1  remenber  of  my  grandfather  Iron  Pace  and  aunt  Mary  Coroiino  talking  in  the 
S.'.hagtieoko  dialect  on  several  ocassiens:  Cn  one  of  these  ccaeaions  I  ask  aunt 
Mary  Caroline  what  they  v/ore  talking  about  and  she  said  they  wore  discussing  Sarah 
Mauwee  and  Freelove  Canfield  and  told  mo  the  history  of  Freolovos  parontago.  Aunt 
Mary  visited  my  grandfather  Iron  Pace  at  Allegan  when  I  v;aa  throe  years  of  ago 
and  gave  mo  my  Indian  name;  She  alee  named  my  eieter  her  Indian  name  of  Pv.rn, 
that  beautlfull  high  colorod  dark  green  of  the  woodland:  When  I  was  a  groi/ing 
V»oy  of  10  years  she  again  paid  ray  grandfather  a  orotractod  visit  of  over  two  yea¬ 
rs  and  I  was  always  v/ith  hor  when  sho  gathered  wild  herbs  and  Mullln  leaves  v/hitch 
she  dried  and  smoked  in  her  pipe;  Sho  talked  often  about  our  white  and  Indian  ans- 
eesters  and  knew  all  about  them  She  lies  sleeping  in  Arkansaw  at  Eureaka  Springs 
Gideon  Noblo  Bearco  son  of  Josiah  Beorco  3rd  and  Freolcvo  Canfield,  born  I79G  UcKi 
Milford  Sonn,  over  i  blood  Bchagtlcoko  Indian,  Married  first  Peb  1817  at  the  Mor- 
vlan  Churr.h  Dover  N.Y.  Margaret  Ann  Boo  originally  spelled  Rau:  Who  v/as  a  i  blood 
Indian:  At  tho  ago  of  16  yoore  Cideon  Noble  Bearco  who  liod  about  hie  ago  ho  v:as 
a  big  boy  ,  enlisted  in  tho  Indian  Scouts  under  his  Indian  namo  "ar  of  1812.  Ho 
said  ho  .fas  19  years  of  ago  at  the  tine:  After  he  married  Margaret  Ann  and  had 
Bovoral  children  by  her  ho  went  to  Hartford  Conn  ,  and  when  Iron  Pace  was  6  years 
old  ho  narriod  a  white  v/oraan  by  tho  none  of  Ann  Saylor  and  loft  his  family  and 
•dargarot  Ann  Rau:  Vi/ho  did  not  stay  single  long  but  on  account  of  her  gro'/ing  fam¬ 
ily  of  children  to  feed,  married  another  Schagticoko  Indian  by  the  name  of  Timo¬ 
thy  Odd-oo  and  went  to  live  on  tho  rosavation  at  Kent  Litchfield  Co  Conn  to  live: 
She  took  tho  youngest  children  with  her;  Prodrlck  Canfield  Bearco  her  oldest  sen 
was  aboard  a  British  Whaler  at  the  time  whore  he  lived  for  three  years  after  he 
had  av/OQ  tho  icy  waters  of  Hudson  Bay,  and  escaped  his  Northern  Canadian  Indian 
Captora(Seo  written  Manuscript)  His  captors  treated  him  kindly  as  he  v/as  only  a 
boy  and  aleo  an  Indian.  Ho  '.vaB  kidnaped  by  a  Mohican  half  blood  as  an  act  of  von- 
genca  against  Gideon  Noblo  Bearco  ,  who  had  throv:  him  at  Lograngcvilla  Put  Co  and 
cut  tho  tendion  in  hie  right  \.TioJi  in  a  quarrel  over  Margaret  Ann  Roe;  My  family 
doea  not  know  where  Gideon  Noblo  lloarco  sluepes  nerhaps  others  do;  ^ron  Paco 
only  spoke  of  him  on  one  ocoaesion  that  I  rticembor  and  then  with  condemnation. 

Mary  Carolina  Bearco  Rau  hio  daughter  and  my  groat  aunt  related  to  me  hie  family 
hlstorySho  knev/  much  about  hor  father  and  hor  mother  Margaret  Ann  Roes  history; 

Margaret  Ann  Rau,  wife  of  Gideon  Noblo  Bearco  born  July  9th  1794  on  tho  Ellgha 
Rau  Parra  Dutchee  Co  N.Y.  She  \/as  a  i  blood  Schagticoko  Indian  with  moatly  Mohican 
Wappanger,  and  Manhattan  Indian  etraine:  Her  mother  v/ao  Ann  May  full  blood  dau  of 
Sampson  May,  Sagamore  at  .She  ko  mo  ko  N./.  and  Indian  Mohican  Moravian  Preacher. 
And  Johanna  full  blood  dau  of  Prinoo  Hannesaah  of  Sho  co  me  co  N.l.  Johannas 
mother  v/as  a  Warrupo,  and  Prince  Mannesaah  a  famous  Indian  medican  man;  Many 
Indians  and  white  men  bitten  by  chuck-heads  and  rattlers,  owed  their  liven  to  the 
skill  in  Indian  Medican  of  Prince  Mannoeeah  tho  Mauwee:  Who  with  his  sons  and 
others  of  my  Hay  and  Mauv/oo  anscostcr/i,  migrated  to  Pino  Plains  North  Allegan  Co 
Michigan,  whoro  they  lie  elooping  on  the  banks  of  Swan  Creek  ,  near  where  I  woe 
born  and  played  and  caught  speckled  trout  ond  frogs  v/hen  a  boy,  and  was  nearly 
bit  by  a  massasagur  snake  while  walking  the  banks  of  that  narrow  but  deep  etreem 
at  tho  old  Indian  Villiago  of  the  Pottawatlmie  hunting  stone  arrow  heads  and 
other  Indian  rollcks.  I  was  19  at  tho  timo.  Anna  May  wifo  of  Eligha  Roe  v/as  torn 
1772  V/equandauch  Nev/  York  Side:  She  was  both  a  Warrups  a/id  a  Mauwee;  The  Indian 
feually  of  May  were  full  blood  Mohicans  of  She  eo  me  co  N.Y.  Margaret  Ann  Roo.s 
father  Ellgha  Roe  married  Anna  May  at  Bethel  Church  1786  She  was  only  14  years 
of  age  and  just  at  puberty;  Ellgha  Roe  was  born  on  the  Mattice  Rau  farm  Put  Co  N. 
Y.  1754.  Ho  was  a  s/sth  blood  Schagticoko  Indian,  and  eon  of  Mattice  Rau.  born 
1735  on  the  Jolin  Rau  farm  ,  Pino  Plains  Cut  Co  N.Y.  and  married  by  a  Moravian  Brot 
-her  at  Ho-qu-an-dau-oh  Mission  1753,  to  his  wife  Caroline,  2  blood  Mohican  Indian 
dau  of  Sullivan  i  blood  squater  of  Dover  N.Y.  and  his  v/lfo  Margaret  ,  full  blood 
Hohloan  and  dau  of  Josuah  a  Uauweo.a  son  of  Gideon  blohu  nee  hu,  or  Mau-v/ee;  JcB- 
uah  was  a  brother  of  Chuse  Mo«v/ee,  and  a  famous  Indian  Preacher  of  the  Moravian 
Church:  ‘hen  there  was  ,  Josuah  Mau-v/oo  lat  a  brothsr  of  Gideon  Mauhuweehu,  who 
v/as  baptized  by  the  Moravians  in  1742  at  old  Sho  ko  me  ko  ,  and  also  on  Indian 
Moravian  Brother  and  Josuah  Mau-v;eo  2nd  son  of  Josuah  1st  born  1741  at  .She  co  rao 
CO.,  v/as  educated  to  preach  for  tho  Moravian  Church  by  tho  Bfothers;  Mattice  v'as

Tot-ban  or  Sasousus;  Tho  Moravians  say  a  daughter,  it  should  be  a  grandaughter: 
The  son  of  Sov/-he-ag,  Mo-ko-rae-oe  married  a  daughter  of  Sassocus  n  and  a  daughter 
of  this  union  was  the  squav/  of  Isaac  Seim,  and  the  Mother  of  Gideon  Hau-woe.and

Tho  follovdng  fall  he  vrae  a  fraternal  delegate  with  two  other  Schagticoko  Indians 
to  tho  Grand  Council  of  the  Six  Nations  at  tho  Ton-a-./an-da  Rosavaticn;  Ho  v.as  a 
'  strung  hator  of  slavery  and  an  active  meoiber  of  the  Garrison  crowd  of  Ab<'>lltionl s— 

te;  Many  a  runa'/ay  ohattle  slave  ov/od  his  lifo  and  Irocdon  to  tho  skill,  courage, 
and  woodcraft  of  Iron  Face;  Ho  was  baptl/.ed  first  in  tho  Mornvian  Church,  and  then 
as  ho  told  ne  ono  tino  in  the  Congrusonial  Church,  tho  early  Puritan  Church,  otter 
ho  migrated  tho  second  tirao  to  Allogun  Go  '■'.ich,  with  hin  father  inlo'^  Sullivan 
Masters  Atv/ator  Tuttle,  and  family,  e  bocuuso  there  wnc  no  Morvian  Church  at  Allo- 
^  gan  and  no  Moravian  Brothers  to  preach;  Mary  Caroline  Bc.'ircc  Rau  woa  a  pagan,  and 

passed  out  still  retaining  tho  pagan  faith  of  her  aboriginal  ansccstore,  Tho 

•  great  Manito,  and  tho  spirit  world  ;  I  to  an  an  Indian  Piigan.  V^illlam  Henery 
Boarco  was  the  troa.'iuror  of  tho  Allogun  Lodge  of  I.O.O.F.  for  many  years,  und  a 
second  degree  Free  Mason;  Ho  v/as  stopped  fron  toking  his  third  degreo  by  a  white 
man  a  Dr  Thomas,  a  horse  doctor  v/ho  hated  Indians  and  said  that  ho  did  not  \;ant 
any  dam  Indians  in  the  Allegan  Ledgo;  Iron  Face,  a  proud  non,  out  cf  chargrin  at 
tho  affront  never  went  inside  the  Lodge  room  door  again;  The  trouble  started  some 

'  time  before  whon  Iron  Face,  badly  manhandled  Pr  Thomas  in  a  physical  encounter 

over  the  refusal  of  this  horse  lYootcr  to  help  Iron  Face  doctor  seme  400  Pettowat- 

•  Iraios  of  the  old  Swan  Creek  bend  with  soma  Chipawae  on  tholr  way  west  who  v/ero 
comped  on  YJilliams  Henerys  Homo  Lot  many  of  then  dying  fron  a  scourgo  of  snail 
pox;  Somo  of  theao  Indians,  stragglers  of  the  old  Swan  Croek  band  wore  blood  kin 
of  my  grandfather  from  the  old  She  co  .me  co  migration,  and  had  cemo  to  Iron  Paco 
for  help.  Dr  Tliomas  had  rofustyi  to  help  Iron  Face  Doctor  then  .and  said,  lot  thoa 
tho  quicker  they  dlo  v/o  will  bo  rid  of  thorn  that  much  sooner  and  will  get  thoir 

I  land  for  eottlenent;  Dr  Thomas  was  a  badly  boaten  man;  Some  of  the  survivors  of 

thot  epldoraio  still  resided  on  the  Dowagek  Resavatton  when  I  v/as  a  bey  near  Dov^aj- 
ack  Hloh.  Dr  Thcmat  wne  still  so  epitefull  ovor  tho  affair  that  he  used  to  sick 
his  big  v.'hito  bull  dog  on  a  big  mongrel  hound  dog  of  my  fathors,  old  trip,  when 
I  Noblo  Sullivan  Boarco  was  drivoing  by  out  tho  old  chasiro  road  cn  his  trips  to 

buy  stock  from  surrounding  farmers.  Dr  Thomas  wrote  a  history  of  Allogan  Co  and 
although  Hllllam  Honory  v/as  at  Allegan  on  pino  hill  v/hen  tho  noorcst  v;hite  man 
v/aa  at  0|;sego  12  miles  away,  and  built  many  of  the  substantial  buildings  around 
Allegan,  the  Boarce  Family  was  not  oven  mentioned  in  Thomasoo  History,  except  once 
Y7illiam  Boarce  Treas  Allegan  Lodge  I.O.O.F. Over  tvventy  members  of  my  family  lie 
sleeping  in  the  semltray  on  pino  hill,  on  the  two  Boarco  Lots,  provided  for  tho 
family  by  my  grandfather  Iron  Pace,  bllliom  Henerys  word  to  pay  or  do  v/qb  more 
’  rellablo  than  most  mens  bond;  Ho  was  a  big  silent  man  of  fev/  words,  with  a  violent 

I  temper,  jet  black  hair  and  eyes,  and  a  swarthy  copper  colored  skin,  and  very  much

still  resided  on  the  old  Tuttle  Place  in  the  Villiage  of  Otsego  Mich.  Most  of  the- 
do  Cld  Indian  ^ellos,  were  ploked  up  at  the  old  Pottowatimle  Town  out  on  the  old 
sand  hill  road  Tine  Plains  Allegan  Co  Mioh,  on  the  banks  of  Swan  Oroek  where  i 
used  to  play  when  a  boy;  The  children  of  Iron  Pace  and  tiary  Ellen  Tuttlo  were,  the 
oldest  ny  father.  Noble  Sullivan  BoAroe  born  Sept  the  5th  1852,  bashlngton  Tc'ms- 
hlp  ,  on  ffearamaug  Lake,  Litchfield  Co  Conn;  Elanor  May  Bearce,  she  was  named  May 
eifter  her  Uohioon  Indian  anso esters, Anna  May  full  blood}born  June  I6th  1854  Wash¬ 
ington  Township  ,  on  Waaramaug  Lake,  Litchfield  Co  Conn.  William  ^gelbert  Beoroe 
born  april  3oth  1857  Hope  Berry  Co  Uioh.  (At  the  time  of  nv  arandfathers  first 
migration  to  Michigan)  He  returned  again  to  Litchfield  Co  Connl  Daniel  Taylor 
Uitoheli  Bsaroe  born  May  50th  1850,  Bethany  Mission.  Litchfield  Co  Conn,  Alace 
Margaret  Bearoe, born  Mar  lOth  I8bl  Semore,  Litchfield  Co  Conn.  Pranklyn  Tuttle 
Bearoe-  Prances  Tuttle  Bearce, (Twins)  bom,  June  30th  1863  Bethany, s  Mission, Lito- 
hfield  Oo  Conn.  Predrlok  Walter  Bearoe,  born  May  9th  1868,  Allegan  Co  Mioh.  Infant 
dau,  born  Allegan  Mioh  Deo  24th  1870.  Passed  out  Peb  1871  of  Small  Pox;  William 
Henery  Bearoe,  learned  his  trade  of  carpenter  and  mill  right, from  his  mothers  bro¬ 
thers  and  uncles  the  Rau  Boys  at  Dover  Dutchess  Co  H.l.

Noble  Sullivan  Bearoe,  son  of  Iron  Paco  and  Mary  Emen  Tuttle, 
born  at  Washington  Township  on  Wearamaug  Lake,  Litchfiold  Oo  Conn,  Sept  1852,  St¬ 
ood  6'-2"  in  his  stooken  feet,  was  of  povferfull  build,  with  a  gunpowder  Temper, a 
big  quick  violent  man  who  was  allways  afraid  that  he  would  strike  and  injure  some  , 

of  hie  friends  in  a  fit  of  temper;  In  his  day  he  v^as  ono  of  the  best  loved  and  the  i 

most  popular  men  in  Allegan  County.  He  wos  in  the  '.liolesalo  and  Retail  Meat  and 
Provltsion  Bulsness  on  Hubbard  Street  across  from  the  old  Sherman  House,  and  was 
burnt  out  in  the  great  Allegan  Fire.  He  rented  the  circus  grounds  at  Allegan  to 
Showman, supplied  them  with  meats  and  provlssions  and  was  a  personal  friend  of  P.T,  . 
Barnum  and  Adam  Porepaugh.  He  had  his  hat  shot  off  byburgarulars  the  night  after 
the  big  Allegan  Pire  at  the  ally  on  N, Hubbard  St,  between  the  back  of  Sherwoods 
and  Srlsv/olds  Store, and  the  old  Sherman  House;  He  had  boon  deputized  and  was  pet¬ 
roling  the  buisness  seotlon  v/ithout  any  fire  arms;  The  next  day  whan  he  was  reproa¬ 
ched  by  cltisans  for  accepting  such  dangerous  duties  unarmed,  ho  said  that  he  did 
not  need  any  arms  that  ho  could  protect  himself  with  his  hands  if  necessary:  On 

another  occaseion  he  Jumped  into  his  buggy,  and  went  out  the  old  sand  hill  rood 

.  to  rescuo  and  prevent  the  lynching  of  a  negro  cook  who  worked  at  tho  old  Chaffs 
I  house,  who  was  accused  of  causing  the  pregnancy  of  a  19  year  old  girl,  v/ho  jumped 
into  tho  Kalamazoo  River  and  drowenod  herself:  The  mob  was  stringing  the  Negro  up 
when  Noblo  Sullivan  arlved  at  the  scene  of  tho  lynching;  Ho  jumped  out  of  his  Ixiggy 
pulled  out  his  pocket  knife,  strode  over  to  the  hanging  Negro,  out  him  down,  and 
struck  and  broke  the  Jaw  of  a  eitlzan  armed  with  a  shot  gun  who  trlod  to  stop  him 
walked  over  and  droped  tho  unoontious  Negro  into  his  buggy,  andturning  to  tho  mob 
told  them  that  there  would  bo  no  mob  murder  in  Allegan  Co  while  ho  was  around, and 
'  drove  of  with  the  Negro  to  the  County  jail,  where  it  was  afterwards  proven  that, 

tho  Negro  was  Innoeent  of  any  wrong  doing.  Such  was  tho  prestige  of  Big  Nobe  Bear- 
oe  in  Allegan  Oo  that  not  a  man  in  the  Mob  interfered.  Re  sleeps  at  Allegan  Oo 
Mioh.  He  was  a  wonderful  kind  man  to  hie  fooily  and  well  loved  by  all  who  knew  him 
Noble  Sullivan  Bearoe  was  not  quite  a  half  blood  Indian, 7/l6ths  Sohagtiooke,  and 
Eastern  strains,  and  9/l6the  white  blood.  He  never  had  only  two  taken  that  I  no  of. 

Mary  Ellen  Blaine,  ny  mother, wife  of  Noble  Sullivan  Bearoe,  was  a  dau  of 
.  James  Ollllspee  Blaine  and  Nandaohine  Hoover,  My  grandfather  James  G  Blaine  was  a 
r  son  of  John  Blaine  and  his  second  oousln  Elisabeth  Ann  Blaine,  My  grandfather 
Jamas  G  Blaine,  was  a  first  oousln  of  Games  G  Blaine,  American  diplomat,  and  Sec 
of  State  and  one  time  oanldate  for  President  of  this  commonwealth :  There  fathers 
Wore  brothers,  and  they  wares  both  named  after  their  Grandfather,  James  Gllllspe  ,  ■  j 
'  Blaine.  My  grandfather  Blaln  was  a  studious  man  and  a  scholar;  Ha  was  a  slove  owe- 
nor  at  Preston, N. Carolina,  and  built  wagons  and  gun  carriages  for  the  Confederate 
■  i;  Govt,  durir^  the  oival  War.  He  was  pauperized  by  the  collaps  of  the  Southern  Conf¬ 
ederacy,  and  come  North,  first  to  Rhltly  Co  Indiana,  where  with  sovoral  Negroes 
.  ^  •  ex-slaves  ho  bought  land,  and  from  there  to  Allegan  Oo  Mich  whore  he  lived  for 
•  -  some  years. and  lies  sleeping. Re  married  Nandachlne  Hoover  at  the  Qualcer  settlanent 

of  West  Milton, Miami  Co  Ohio.  He  was  of  North  Irish  stock. - 13390 - 

Nandachlne  Hoover  and  her  sister  Uillloent  Hoover  were  of  old  American 

Quaker  and  Indian  Stock. And  wero  born  at  the  Quaker  settlanent  West  Milton,  Miami 
Co  Ohio.  They  were  both  of  the  Quaker  faith;  Tho  anoostrial  history  of  my  grandm¬ 
other  Nandachlne  Hoover,  and  her  aietor  nrnt  fiL.’l'  ',  were  handed  down  to  me  by

llandachino  Hoovor  had  Yaunta,  ?rankaneur,  Chortier,  and  Engil-Maat  Indian  atraln.a. 
and  una  a  7/lGth  blood  Sha\/onec,  Do-la'oaro.ani  Canidlan  Indian.  She  ^:aB  a  atrong 
truthfull,  dominate,  woman  of  old  pioneer  atook:  The  hiatory  of  Yaunt-ka-ha,  or 
John  Third  River,  the  flrat  John  Yaunta;  Bono  of  tho  Vaunt  fanily  fron  II. Carolina 
T/ould  imply  that  tho  fanily  none  of  Yaunta,  ia  a  variable  way  of  apolling  tho  IXitch 
nomo  of  Yaundt,,Yundt:  And  aa  thoro  waa  no  imlgrant  entry  record  of  fanllioa  fron 
■^'-.ropo  bearing  tho  nano  of  Yaunt,  tho  nano  nuat  bo  aono  variablo  way  of  apolling 
eono  family  nano.  Nothing  of  tho  oort.  Tho  Yaunta  aro  native  born  doaoont  for  gonc- 
rationa;  This  explanation  vrould  aound  placablo  untill  one  knov/a  tho  truth  of  tho 
Ynunt  deacont;  The  fanily  nnmo  of  Yaunt  la  an  abroavatioa  of  tho  Delaware  or  Hunaoe 
Indian  word  Third  Rivor.  And  the  first  John  Vaunts,  or  Yount-Ka-ha.  oallod  hinself 
by  tho  nano  of  John  Yaunta,  by  dropping  tho  last  aylabloa  Ka-Ha,  fron  tho  Indian 
name  Yaunt-Ua-ho.  Vaunt  in  old  dola\/aro  Nov  Jorooy  dialoct,  John  River,  and  with 
tho  addition  of  ka-ha,  John  Third  Rivor:  Aa  o  gonoalogical  fa^t  tho  family  nano  la 
Prank-on-our.  and  Yaunt-ka-hn,  a  father, a  first  nano  v/as  John  Prankaneur;  Nandnohino 
Hoovor  waa  a  dau  of  Josoo  Hoovor  and  Roboooa  Vaunts,  who  wore  both  born  in  tho  old 
Hillsborough  distrlot  North  Carolina;  Robccca  Vaunts  was  a  dau  of  John  Yaunta, jr 
son  of  Yaunt-kn-hn  ,  and  Josoa  v/aa  a  son  of  John  Hoovor,  tho  following  la  a  true 
hiatorioal  and  genealogical  record  of  my  ray  grand,raothor  Hnnoy  Hoovers  Indian  stra¬ 
ins,  and  tho  people  involved,  and  is  to  tho  best  of  ny  knov.oledgo  correct.  John 
Hoover  father  of  Eli,  Joase,  and  other  ohildron,  owenod  slaves  in  11. Carolina,  and 
out  of  roligooua  ocruploa,  freed  then  in  1801  ohortly  before  ho  '.ith  other  Quaker 
fanilioa  from  H. Carolina  migratod  north  to  West  Hilton,  a  Quaker  sottloraont  in 
Miami  Co  Ohio.  They  arrived  at  Woat  Milton  in  1802.  In  order  to  trace  tho  name  of 
Vaunts,  and  their  connootiona  with  tho  old  Francaneur,  and  Chartior  fanllieo  of 
French  blood,  tho  Holeh  Engllo  and  tho  Dutch  Masts;  It  ia  nocossary  to  go  back  to 
tho  Hackensack  Tribe  of  Dolawaros  in  the  State  of  Nor.  Joray,  to  tho  yoar  of  1718. 

That  year  an  Indian  boy  was  born  at  tho  Hackanaack  villiago  in  H. central  tl.Jorsey 
His  father  was  a  young  man  by  tho  nano  of  John  Fran  can  our,  who  had  went  inland 
to  aquiro  land  and  settle  a  honcstoad.  Johnathan  Francaneur  waa  tho  eon  of  a  French 
Pioneer  by  the  namo  of  Francaneur:  My  grandmother  pro.nouncod  tho  nano  ns  if  it  wore 
spolloi  in  English,  Frank  an  oor:  Tho  mother  of  this  Indian  boy  afterwards  named 
■inunt -ka-ha, or  John  Yaunta  first,  was  a  fuul  blood  Dolaw.aro  Indian  girl  of  tho  shat- 
orod,  Haokonaack  Tribo,  v;ho  had  boon  driven  inland  by  tho  oncroaohnents  of  the  Dutch 
and  had  merged  with  another  Dolaworo  band;  Yaunt-ka-ha, a  mothers  father  was  a  Capt 
of  Shawonoo,s  blood, whoa  father  was  a  ruling  Sachoci  of  tho  Penn  ShQWoneoB:of  that 
period,  and  her  mother  was  a  dou  of  the  Hacknnsack  Sagamore.  In  Yaunt-kn-hns  early 
teens,  tho  tribo  VTas  campod  on  tho  banks  of  tho  third  rivor;  tt  aeens  that  the  tribo 
raado  anual  pUgrimaroo  to  tho  Third  River  to  hold  ecrorainios  and  trade  ot  old 
rk;  up  untill  about ’tho  yoar  of  1750.  At  tho  1728  coromonias.  this 

•.vards  named  John  Third  Rivor,  or  Vaunt  ka  ha,  fell  into  tho  mouth  of  /-h®  ^ 

by  tho  overturning  of  a  oanoo,and  nearly  drowenod.Owoing  to  tho  incodont  this  " 

boy  was  givon  his  second  name  of  Yaunt  ka  ha,  or  Third  Rivor,  pronouncod  in  English 
Yaunt-ta  caw.  In  1743  this  Indian  family  with  others  in  order  to  eacape  the  OTcroa 
chraont  of  the  Duoth,  migrated  to  Shawonoo  To\m.  Berks  Co  Penn. 

Yaunt-ka-ha  v«io  token  into  the  family  of  Quakers  from  Lancaster,  vdiwe  ho  lived  for 
some  time,  and  was  given  conaidorablo  book  learning  by  this  Quolcer  Preacher,  md 
oonvorted  to  the  Quaker  faith, »nd  odopted  the  English  name  of  John  Yaunt,  ^  drop- 
ing  tho  Ka-ha  from  hia  Dolav/aro  Indian  Homo  of  Yaunt-ka-ha.  In  1750  Yaunt  ka  ho 
married  under  tho  Quaker  ritual  his  wife,  Na.ndachino  (Nancy)  Chartior, a,  whoa  father 
waa  Francois  Chartior  i  blood  Canidian  French  and  Indian,  a  Squaw  man  and  f"'' 
dcr  with  tho  Shawonoo, a:  Her  mother  waa  a  dau  of  tho  ruling  Shawonoo  Sachem  of  tho 
tlmo  Baok-sln-oaa;  Nanoy  Chartiors  was  born  at  tho  Shawonoo  villiago  Berk  a  Co  Fa, 
in  tho  yoar  of  1734;  In  1761  -2,  Yaunt  ka  ha  vdth  Handachlne  Chartiors,  and  a  grov/- 
ing  fanily  of  children,  migrated  into  the  Hillsborough  Quaker  District,  of  H  Carol¬ 
ina,  where  they  ralsod  their  family  of  several  children.  In  1787  Yaunt  ka  ha  with  on 
one  of  his  sons  migrated  north  again  to  Lanoastor  Pa  where  they  wore  in  the  ^t  U. 
concue  of  1790  and  listed  aa  white,  as  were  many  other  families  of  “^^ed  blood. 
Nancy  Chartiors  Ilea  sloeping  at  Lancaster  Pa.  and  Yaunt  kn  ho  married  ^ 

olny  lived  a  short  time  after:  Fredrick  Vaunts  a  brother  of  Roboooa,  and  his  ^7ifo 
Frodriok  was  a  grandson  of  Yaunt  ka  ha  ,  settled  and  took  land  in  the  Shawonee 
country  in  Ohio.  Other  settlers  built  a  block  house  end  slept  lor 

montha  in  fear  of  tho  Shawonoea;  Hot  Fredrick  Younts  and  his  wife  vvho  both  had 
Shawonoo  blood,  spoke  the  Shawonoo  dialoct,  and  were  under  the  protection  of  the 
&haV7onoe  Council;  Thoy  \7ero  never  molostod.  John  Yauntn  jr  son  of  Yaunt  a  a,  n  r, 
Mary  Meat,  v.ho  woe  a  sister  of  John  mast  that  married  Mary  Kurts.  John  Heat  was  a 
son  of  Jacob  Most  who  come  to  thoao  shores  fron  Swltsland.  Jacob  Moat  narri^,  a 
out  1757,  a  mixed  white  and  Indian  woman  by  tho  name  of  Ingloa, in  southern  Bor  a 
Co  Pa.  In  I760-I  Jacob  Mast  migrated  to  tho  Quaker  sattlanont  in  Worth  Cor oil na 
v/ith  his  family;  Ho  was  of  tho  Quaker  Faith:  Ho  como  North  again  and  sleeps  in  Sou 

Berks  Co  Pa.  . 

Nandaohlne  Hoover  lies  sleeping  with  Jonoa  G  Blain  noM  Allegan
